and shall alw ay- L* open to the inspection of 
any elector o f such to w n ; aud every tow n 
clerk in tliiw S tate I* hereby required to regia- 
ter in *nid bink the name of every male inhab­ 
itant o f the tow n, who *hall dem and such reg­ 
istry, and who -hall declare that he is qualified 
bv birth, and I* or will Im w ithin a year quail.

lf any person claim a right to vote 
on account o f having done military duty, tile 
proof thereof shall lie a certificate from the

to assess as aforesaid any person registered 
as aforesaid, each and every assessor so neg­ 
lecting or refusing, shall forfeit the sum o f 
one hundred dollar* for each and every person 
whom he or they shall so neglect or refuse to 
assess as aforesaid.

All registry and other taxes shall 
In* paid to the collector o f taxes or to the 
tow n clerk :

ing the annual election iii April, or liefore the 
fourth day preceding the day of any other 


election, he has paid such tax assessed for, and 
within such year, at least to the amount o f one 
dollar, 
lf he claim a right to vote upon the 
iwyment of a registry tax, such paym ent shall 
lie certified as aforesaid by the officer of the 
tow n in which he resided st the tim e such tax 
was assessed, authorized to receive the same, 
and if his name has been registered for more 
than one year, two registry taxes for the two 
years next preceding the canvass having bees 
assessed against him, aud lie claim s a right lo 
vote upon the payment of his registry tax, tile 
certificate of the officer of the tow n in w hich 
he resided at the time such tax was MMM cd, 
authorized to receive the same, shall I*' pro­ 
duced before the canvassers, that lictor® tho 
canvass, he has paid sueh regi-try tax for onch

Pro, uh ,I, bourrrr, that the paym ent of said 
registry tax tor tile first of said years, shall 
not be required in any case whore the person 
so taxed would not have been entitled to vote 
in the tow n where he was so taxed, had the 
paym ent been made bi tore the fourth day pre­ 
ceding the annual election of April in said first 
year.

No person claim ing a right to vote 
upon the paym ent o f a property lax, iii the e- 
h-ction o f the city council of the city o f Prov­ 
id e n c e , or of any m em ber of tile same, or upon 
any proposi iou to impose a tax, or for the ex­ 
penditure of money in any tow n, shall in such 
ea se lie adm itted by tho canvassers to vote, 
unless upon a certificate from tile collector of 
taxes, or the town clerk o f such town, that he 
ha* on or liefore the fourth day preceding the 
election, or liefore the tim e of voting on any 
proposition as aforesaid, paid a tax assessed 
for aud within the year preceding, upon his 
property therein, valued at least at one hun­ 
dred and thirty-four dollars.

Any collector of taxes, or other o f­ 
ficer authorised to receive the taxes or give 
the certificates in either of the two preceding 
sections mentioned, w ho shall wilfully refuse 
to grant the certificate therein prescribed, to 
any person, dem anding the sam e and legally 
entitled thereto, or shall w ilfully and fraudu­ 
lently grant sueh certificate to any person not 
legally entitled thereto, shall forfeit the sum

Monday of Jut.* iii «• d» year, carefully to ex­ 
amine the registry o f such tow ns, in open 
m eeting, and to purge the same, by ply ing 
against the names of all persons thereon w ho 
are dead, or who lur the space of one year, 
shall have ce ascii to reside iii such town, or 
whose name shall not have been put upon 
some list of voters in said tow n, duly certified,

same, shall forfeit the aum of one hundred dol­ 
lar* for every name so stricken off’ as afore­ 
said.

It shall lie the duty of the collec­ 
tor of taxes in each tow n to Im- and remain in 
the tow n clerk’s office, and in the tow n of 
Newport, and c ity o f Providence, to be ami re 
main at his own or at the tow n clerk's office, 
from and after the day of hi* reeeiv ing the copy 
o f the registry, in the sixth section m ention­ 
ed, for at least six hoars, in each day, to wit; 
from twelve to six o'clock in the afternoon, 
during tile six days, exclusive of Sunday, next 
preceding the last four days before the day of 
the annual election for State Officers, and one 
day before the fourth day next preceding any 
other election ; or in east! o f absence, to aj>- 
point some one as his agent, there to remain 
as aforesaid, during tile period aforesaid, to re­ 
ceive the registry tax—provided, hour ter, that 
the certificate o f such paym ent shall in ease of 
paym ent to the agent, be under the hand of the 
collector, in order to avail a* proof before the 
board of canvassers.

neglect or refusal of duty oil tho part of tho 
collector or tow n clerk, or agent under this 
section, shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than twenty-five nor m ort than one thousand 
dollar*.

clerk, upou pay inent or tender of his legal 
fees, wbieh shall be tho same for the ward and 
district clerks as for tile tow n clerks, shall fur­ 
nish to any one dem anding the same, a certifi­ 
ed copy o f any list of voters w hose vote* have 
been given in any election. 
Every town clerk 
shall, upou like paym ent or tender, furnish to 
any person dem anding the same, a certified 
copy o f any registration of voters, ami shall 
also upon request of any person and tender of 
legal fees, and w ithout any unreasonable de­ 
lay, exam ine the records, and certify to the es­ 
tate o f any person, and shall furnish copies of 
any instrum ent or w riting w hich may be on 
record, or in the files of his office.

paym ent or tender, ami w ithout unreasonable 
delay, furnish to any elector, a certified list of 
those who have paid to him, State, tow n and 
registry taxes, ami the am ounts aud times of 
sueh p aym ents; and shall grant certificates 
setting forth w hether n certain person or per­ 
sons, nave or have no t paid to him such taxes, 
and if paid, to w hat am ount, ami at what time; 
mid every tow n, ward, or district clerk, or col­ 
lector of taxes who shall refuse or unreason­ 
ably delay to furnish such, lists or certificate* 
upon payment or tender as aforesaid, shall, for 
every such offence, forfeit not loss than tw en­ 
ty-five dollars, nor more than two hundred dol­ 
lar*.

T he collector of taxes, or other 
officer authorized to receive the same, shall 
present to the tow n councils ut every m eeting 
for the purpose o f canvassing, alphabetical 
list * o f the nam es o f ail person* registered on 
or before the last day o f Decem ber next pre­ 
ceding, in their respective tow ns, who shall 
have paid such officer their taxes, together w itll 
the am ount o f the paym ent by e cli, specify ing 
w hether the tax was an a sso rt d tax, or a tax 
on hi* property valued at least at one hundred 
and thirty-four dollar*, which have not been 
before presented. 
And any collector, or oth­ 
er officer authorized to receive taxes, neglect­

On or liefore the first Monday of 
March, in every year, the tow n clerk* in the 
several tow ns shall furnish to the tow n coun­ 
cil* of their reflective tow ns a duly certified 
alphabetical list of all persons registered there­ 
in, on or liefore the last day of December, next 
preceding, for the purpose of voting.

Aud every town clerk, who shat! wil­ 
fully neglect or refuse to deliver sueh lists aa 
aforesaid, within the tune above limited, or 
who shall wilfully deliver false or imperfect 
lists, shall forfeit not Ie** than five hundred, 
nor more thai* one thousand dollars, or be im­ 
prisoned not less than six month*, either or 
both, at the discretion of the court who shall 
try tile offender.

T he town council* o f the several 
tow ns shall hold a meeting on the first .Mon­ 
day of March, iii every year,and shall make out 
correct alphabetical list* of all persons qualifi­ 
ed, or w ho may by the paym ent of registry or 
other taxes, become qualified to vote general­ 
ly, to w it: o f all persons entitled to vote nu­ 
der article second, section first, o f the C onsti­ 
tution, ami of all persons who ore or may be 
entitled by registry and paym ent o f registry, 
and other taxes, or by the perform ance of mil­ 
itary duty, to vote in their respective towns, 
distinguishing the persons registered, who are 
not entitled to vote under article second, sec­ 
tion first, o f the C onstitution, ami w ho had not 
paid their registry or other taxes, at th'* time 
of making said lists, from those who had paid 
their taxes, and separately from such lists, cor­ 
rect alphabetical list* of all person* entitled to 
vote upon any proposition to impose a tax or 
| expend money in their respective tow ns, to 
w it: of all [lersuD* entitled to vote under ar­ 
ticle second, section first, of the C onstitution, 
and o f every person who has paid taxes as­ 
sessed w ithin the year preceding upon his pro­ 
perty in any city or tow n, valued at least at 
one hundred and thirty-four dollar*, or on 
whose projicrty, valued as aforesaid, a tax has 
been assessed ami not paid, distinguishing iii 
the said list as hereinbefore provided, those 
who are not entitled to vote under article sec­ 
ond, section first, of the C onstitution, ami who 
have not paid the said tax. 
And on or before 
the 
2 d Monday in March, in each year, said 
councils shell cause said lists to in* posted up 
in three or more public places iii their res|KH.*- 
tivi* tow n*,am i one iii the tow n clerk’* office, 
which last list shall be open to the exam ina­ 
tion o f any elector of the tow n, at all reason­ 
able hour*; f*ro, ulrd hourier, that separate 
lists o f tho voters in each ward o f the city of 
Providence, shall be made out by the Mayor 
and Alderm en of the said city, aud the lists for 
each ward shall lie posted up in some public 
place iii the ward, and in tile office o f tile city 
clerk ; aud also, that separate lists of the vo­

On or before the third Monday of 
March in every year, the tow n council* ut the 
several town* not divided into voting districts 
shall be in session at some convenient place or 
places for a reasonable tim e, in their respect­ 
ive tow ns, for the purpose of correcting such 
lists ; and the notice of the tim e or tim es, and 
place or places of holding Mid sessions shall 
Is* given by the town councils upon the lists 
posted up a* aforesaid. 
W ithin tw o day# af­

m em ber o ft ie town council,and by every tow n 
clerk so w ilfully neglecting his duty a s afore­ 
said. 
Sec. 19. T h e electors In each of the districts 
of tow us divided, or which liny be divided into 


districts fur the purpose o f voting, qualified 
as aforesaid, shall on the first W ednesday of 
April, meet in their several districts, st aplace 
to Is* designated by the tow n council, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon, for the purpose o f or­ 
ganizing and for the purpose o f voting for such 
officers as are to be chosen by law on that day. 
Tho town clerk shall cause notice o f the time, 
place and purpose of such m eeting# to be given, 
bv iMuiiig his warrant le th e tow n sergeant or 
one of the constables of said tow n, requiring 
him to post up notification* thereof in tw o or 
more public places in earit of Mid districts.— 
Som e m ember of the town council or other 
|tersoti to la) designated by the tow n council, 
shall attend the meeting oil th at day in each 
of said districts and act a* m oderator until the 
m eeting shall choose a moderator. 
Tile offi­ 
cer* of said district* shall be a m oderator and 
district clerk. 
They shall be chosen on the 
first W ednesday o f April annually, and shall 
be sworn for the fsithful and im partial dis­ 
charge of their several duties, according lo law. 
T he said m oderators shall preside iii ad m eet­ 
ing* o f their districts until a new election; 
and shall have the same authority to preserve 
order iii said m eetings a* m oderators o f town 
m eetings have; and shall be subject to the 
same penalties for wilful violations or neglect 
o f duty. 
Should the m oderator not attend 
any m eeting, the clerk shall preside until a 
m oderator pro tempore shall In" chosen. Should 
the clerk not attend any m eeting, the modera­ 
tor shall call for an election o f clerk pro tem­ 
pore, nod shall discharge the duties o f clerk un­ 
til such election. T he clerk shall kocpa record 
of the proceedings o f the ii^cti >gs in their 
several districts, and after a choice o f officers 
in their several district*, shall 
iii w riting 
duly certified, notify the tow n clerk thereof, 
and tho m eeting held on said fir*t W ednesday 
iii April shall fix u|Minthe place o f their future 
m eetings; and the district clerk* shall several­ 
ly give notice to the town clerk o f the place 
so appointed. W henever any election for Rep­ 
resentative* to Congress, Electors o f President 
ami Vice President, Uencrnl Officer*, Tow n 
C lerk, T ow n Council, Justice* o f the Peace, 
T ow n T rea urer, and for Senator and Repre­ 
sentative* to the G eneral Assembly, thull he 
prt*scribed by law, it shall la* the duty of the 
tow n clerk to cause notice to lie given to the 
voter* iii each of the district* of the *aid towns 
divide# into district*, or w hich may hereafter 
he divided into districts, a* aforesaid,by issuing 
bis w arrant to tho town sergeant, or one of 
the constables o f the *hi*1 tow n, directing him 
to p o rt up notifications o f the time, place and 
purpose of such m eetings, in tw o or more pub­ 
lic place* in each of said districts, at least sev­ 
en days previous to the tim e ap|M>int<st there­ 
for.
